We have evaluated the bids received on the subject purchase request and 
recommend the second lowest bidder (C. H. Ellis Corp.) be awarded the bid. 

The Trackmobile offered by Ellis meets our requirements in all respects. 

The Trackmobile also has the advantage that mechanics at both the Filtration 
Plant and the Garage are familiar with its operation and maintenance. We 
have had excellent service from Ellis in the past when replacement parts or 
technical service was required. The Trackmobile also received a good rating 
from Central Soya, where numerous railcar movers are utilized. 


The Unimog offered by Hite Equipment provided questionable tractive power 
during its demonstration at the Filtration Plant. Although the Unimog was 
able to move the railcars to which it was attached, some slippage of the wheels 
was noted. During the winter months, with a buildup of ice and.snow on the 
tracks, it is felt this unit may not be able to move a loaded car. Addition¬ 
ally, the Unimog is not American-made. Some difficulty in obtaining spare 
parts could be expected. We do not feel the risk associated with the pur¬ 
chase of the Unimog is justified by their lower bid. 


The remaining two bidders' equipment meets with our specifications, however, 
nothing about either machine justifies the additional cost associated with 
an award to either company. 

Inasmuch as Ellis is offering only $2000 for the trade-in of our old 
Trackmobile, I recommend that we keep the old unit. The unit would serve 
as a back-up to the new Trackmobile. 


Finally, Ellis has indicated that its price would remain firm if delivery 
and consequently payment were deferred until December 1, 1978. To alleviate 
the potential of any cash flow difficulties within the Utility, I recommend 
delivery be requested on September 1, 1978.
